HAVE GREAT HIGHWAY

HALIFAX, N. 8.—It now requires 
| only the construction of 235 miles of 
highway before Canada will have a 
motor road extending from Halifax 
to Vancouver, entirely within the 
Dominion. This missing mileage is 
composed of tour or five sections east 
!ot Winnipeg, and along the north shore 
vf Lake Superior according to Dr, P. 
E. Doolittle, of Toronto, president of 
the Canadian Automobile Association, 
who was in Halifax recenuy. 

Dr, Doolittle, as president of the 
association, makes practically an an- 
nual tour of the provinces from the 
Atlantic to the Pacific. He was pre- 
sent at the recent opening ceremonies 
of that section of the trans-Canadian 
highway that passes through the cen- 
tral part of British Columbia by way 
of Kicking Horse Pass. He described 
this pass as the most spectacular 
section of highway in America, 

It is now possible by use of an 
alternative route through southern 
British Columbia, to motor direct from 
Winnipeg to Vancouver, all in Cana 
dian territory, Dr. Doolittle said, and 
he was looking forward to early com- 
pletion of highways through those 
sections north of Lake Superior and 
east of Winnipeg that would link com- 
pletely the with the West in 
highway construction, As an instance 
of highway development in Canada of 
recent years Dr. Doolittle said that one 
might now motor from Montreal to 
Windsor, Ont., opposite Detroit, over 
a complete, permanently paved motor 
road.
